The Cariboo Llcctiuii- 

Tho Cariboo Sentinel lurniHlioH us 
with iull particiilius of Uio procuud- 
ings at iho noniiniviion ol' ciuuiiiiiUiiH 
for tho roprcHontntion of tho .Eiistorii 
and Western distriets in tlio Ln^iisiii 
tivo Council. Tho niinoi''H candidate, 
whoso olectioii \vii8 i-ognrdod ua u Bure 
thin^, withdrew at tho elovcnlh hour. 
Mr Mucljaron is an honest, inlelligem 
and thoroughly jM-iiciieal luun, who 
would no iloubi have ably rei)re.setilui.i 
tho mining coiistituencieH. Why ho 
should havo doohnod to go to ihe poll 
•when bis return was iilniOHt certain 
wo leave him lo (Icterniiiio with thi 
Mining ]5oard under wIiohu au.spieeH Ik 
iirst Bli.'ppud into tho political arena 
If Boi ions in his prolbdHod dosiro tc 
fight the miner's battles in llio In'gisla- 
tivo Hulls of the Uiiiud Ccdunies 
where he would havo been able to en- 
list a blrong phalan.K to aid him, ii 
certainly is soinewliat of an anoinalou> 
posiiion to ahhuino that becmiso he 
disapproves of the policy ol tlio laio 
Governinenl, and belir.ves that the 
same jiolicy will bo mainiainod by the 
pj-odoininencu of oliicial inllneiice 
uuJer iho new constitutioi), ho inusi 
therefore declino tho nomination. 
Tho greater tlie coiit. inplaled wi'ong 
to bo intlicted upon the interests i. f 
tho mining coiiiiuunity, the sirongei 
tho reason, we should suppose, for the 
iudopondenl seals being lilled by men 
who would bo prepared to battle 
bruvoly for their consiiiuenls. How- 
ever, wo have lo deal now with the 
only candidales loll, between whnni 
tho electors had to do'.'ide, Messrs llui - 
ris and Walkom. Tho nomination 
tooli place at tho Court ilouso, Rich~ 
field, on tho 2-Ub ulL., Commissioner 
Cox presiding. Mr I'^rank rerieit 
proposed Mr Thomas Harris as a fit 
and proper person lo represent the 
districts in the Jjegislativc Council, 
and Mr Park seconded tho nomina~ 
lion. Mr C. Booth proposed and Mi 
J. S Thompson seconded Mr Cieoige 
A. Wulkom. Tho show of Hands hav- 
ing beon declared in favor of Mr Har- 
ris, and a poll demanded, that gentle- 
mau rose and addressed tho electors, 
making aomo very good prolossions in 
a small compasB. After thanking 
thoBO pruseul for Ibo honor dono h.m, 
Mr Harris proceeded to ^ay that he 
was not a stranger in tho Colony, but 
was an old pioneer in tho country, 
having baill the first wharf at Now 
Westmiaster and spent thousands ol 
dollars in ibe mines long before he saw 
them. Ho was an Englishman, loving 
and cherishing the flag ho lived under, 
and would, if oluctod, do his duty 
without tear or fav>.r. There wore 
many changes and reforms ueoded, to 
which hiseariiLSt attention should bu 
devoted. First, there was tho 
abolition of all lload Tolls; for 
with tolls, duties, and high freights, 
Caribooitcs were compelled to pay 
75 por Ctiot more on anieles of cons 
sumption than the people of the 
lower country, and it was nothing but 
juHtand proper that the latter should bo 
made to contribute their quota lo the 
bnrduos of taxation. Ho would intro- 
duce and support a Moelumics' Lion 
Law, as all know the bonofits thai 
would be derived from such a law in 
a DOW country like this, whore it h of 
the utmost importance to jirolect the 
labor of tlio artisan and nnichanic. 
Tho piissing of a law for preventing 
mining suits boing oarriod into a Court 
of Chancery would receive hii firm 
support. iio would introduce n 
measure lor reducing tho tariff upon 
such articles as are almost entirely 
consumed in Cariboo, on whinb a dut^ 
is at pre- ont charged rar ging from Ih 
to 30 ])or cent, to 12 |jeroent. He 
was in luvor ol having llio Carilion 
Hospital sU|jported solely 1)3- Ihe (jov- 
ernmenij it was tho only public insti. 
tution in that large district, and ou^ht 
therefore to have somo of tho people's 
money spent in its maintcnnnco, with' 
out calling on tho generosity of minors 
for BubsoriptioDs to support it. He 
would oppose all monopolies in the 
grants of land oxoopt to actual seniors. 
He bad come to tho ooantry to make 
it his home; and bad bought land and 
built his house on it. He was no bird 
of passage, boing rather too heavy on 
the wings for that. [Loughlor ] buch 
wae the onunclatlon oi tho views ol 
the candidate, whom subsequent tele- 
grams inform us has boon roturnod. 
In answer to a question put by an 
eleotor, as to whether ho would stick 

*|) for Union, Mr Harris answered ; 
oortaioly, on a iiit and eipiitahl j 
babis." We-see nothing in tho poliii-< 
oal creed ot the hon. member to which 
the most faatidious could object, ft 
oontalos mRny matlera and measures, 
which, if tho hon. gontlomaa can buo* 



oeed in carrying out, he; will desorvo 
well, not only of his constituents, but 
of the country at large; and, with all 
■^aid and done, the Oaribooitea might 
havo gone farther and fared worse, 
as wo believe Mr Harris prove a 
laoro straightforward, liberal and in- 
dependent member, than many aro 
willing to suppose. Mr Walkom, who 
contested the seat so closely with Mr 
Harris, rosfed his olaimsohifly on past 
services in and out of the Council, and 
iho fact of his having suali money to 
the extent of some fifteen thousand 
dollars in the mines. Ho told tho 
electors that ho htd been requested to 
iccept a nomination for Lillooet Dis- 
irici, and thinking that the Caribou 
electors would ro> urn asoion of the pick 
and shovel and not of the quill, be 
iiad dodincd to solicit their suffrages; 
out failing this, be asked for their Bnp« 
port, although be would still retire it 
I hoy could find an honest man to ro" 
present them. Mr Walkom was here 
questioned by Mr Park, ooncerning the 
minor's petition, and not relishing the 
iiomo thrust, retorted as follows : 

"Mr Park has identified himself as 
ono of yourselves; ho goes to market, 
ouys his own steak, carries it home, 
rooks it, and shares a portion of ti 
will! his bull terrier. [Laughter.] 
Aside from puppies, let mo consider. 
IsL. What 1 have dono for you; 2d. 
What I havo not dono for you; and .'Id 
What 1 havo dono fur mysolf; and, 
hishniai) like, I shall lake up the hist 
qiientioii iiiHi. Mr Park — in thai 
l ase ilii!n,you will bu engiiged for the 
|)lainiiir. [Iloai rt of laughter.] f give 
Mr Park a verdict in his favor; i ac- 
Unowledge ho has mo this time; wit 
will show itself." 

Alter this o-capado. Mr Walkom 
procoeded to inform his hearers that he 
camo hero as others did, to iiiiiko 
money and llion leave tho country. Jle 
had, howovcr, lost money in tho coun> 
Li-y and there was nothing to ho made 
in tho Council. He took credit lo 
himself for having had a hand in 
1 raining tlie efliciont and clear (?) laws 
ot tho mining board, which ho had 
done ai groat personal saeriQco, and 
explained his conduct in reference 
to tho petition for a law to pro- 
vent mining suits from being carriod 
into a <;ourt of Chancery, and his po- 
sition as a sharoholdor in tho J5ed 
Rock Flumo Company. Mr Walkom 
next alludes to tho Gold Tax, and 
makes it appear that Governor Soy- 
mour, alter viewing tho prcsijority of 
the mines, suggORlcd a la.x of from !ld 
to Is |ior ounce, and that finding ttio 
Council di.sposed to impose a tax of 2s 
per ounce, lie (Mr W.) moved that it bo 
Dd. (but his motion was not seconded.) 
Ho had proposed that native grown 
produce should bo exempted from 
Uoad Tolls, and that tho Tolls should 
be reduced to one cent a pound at Yale 
and the same at Lytton in lieu of pre- 
sent rates. Mr Walkem concluded 
with tho fcllowing panegyric on bis 
late lord and master: 

"Govornol" Seymour has dono tho 
Council justice and tho people justice; 
when any im[)ortant measure was 
passed, he used to consult on the votes, 
and if tho vote of tho five represenia- 
live members stood against tho ten 
official members, ho attached more 
weight to tho five than the ten, and 
ruled accordingly." 

We confess of tho two, we much 
prefer tho simple programme put forth 
by Mr Harris, to tho more inflated 
egotistical pretensions set up by bis 
unsuccessful opponent, and we oan^ 
didly think, that while guarding tho 
interests ot his con^ttituonts, the mom> 
ber for the Cariboo districts will bo 
found always ready to support every 
measure tending to promote tho gen- 
eral welfai'o of tho people.

At the jirosenl iiioineiil 
mi oullireak ol war bulween tins country and 
America, or Russia, or Franco, would be tho 
signal for a state of public alarm by no 
means consonant with tbe dignity ol a king- 
Join which has lung stood f t Ibe head of tbo 
natioes, and which has a traditionary fame in 
all that relates to the rule of the seas. 

Sboulil the crisis come, the naliou will de- 
mand a liL'uvy reckoning with its past rulers. 
Even now wo tJO enough to evoke a feeling 
which is by no means weak or undeeided. 
Deep mortilicaltoii is the eontiment of every 
Knglistunan on learning that the Admiralty 
aro at their wits' ends to find vessel; in the 
reserves fit to replace those which ore about 
to return from foreign service. What those 
rascally vessels may ho that arc sknlkiog of! 
Caithness and tho O kneys, wo know not. 
but it is said that Sii^'f'din I'.ikinglon had 
nolblng biiltor to sparo fur the purpose of 
looking afier them than an old paildio wheel 
steamer, which in tbe event of busliliiies, 
might possibly have bomi capluieil — perhai)s 
to bo taken oO to New York aa the first tio 
pby of tho Fenian navy. 

Regrets, however, are of little service, ond 
reproaches will have aa littid tU'eot on moo 
who are naturally inoredalous lu regard to 
the mischief of their own doiogs.

It is even wi> bin the range 
ol po.<.sibilitie3 for those mad-acadcd Feoiaris 
to lit out a flotilla of turret ships, and noi 
only prey upon our cnmiiu'ree, but actually 
dely our cruisers, .Monsiroim an tiio iiloa 
may Feein, it is iiiiba[)i)ily a comiiimiiicy 
which wi; may not altogi thor disrcg.inl, our 
safety at llio present moment being found 
more in tho good will of the American Govi 
cromcot than in any preparcdoess of our own.
